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WHAT IS myDEQ?

myDEQ is Arizona Department of Environmental Quality’s (ADEQ’s) new online web portal, designed to assist
customers in meeting their environmental priorities and responsibilities. Upon creating an account, customers
will be able to view their permits online and submit compliance reports as well as obtain new permits.

How do | get a myDEQ account?

Step 1: Register your Responsible Corporate Officer (RCO) online

Step 2: Sign, notarize and return the Subscriber Agreement/Signature Agreement (emailed by ADEQ upon
completion of registration form)

Step 3: Set up your new myDEQ account (link emailed after ADEQ receives agreement from Step 2)
